DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 41-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bakhoum, US 5,267,311. 

As per claim 41 and 44, Bakhoum teaches a computer system comprising a disc 
(100, Fig. 1a) including a data storage area (120) for storing a plurality of control data 
for controlling a computer and an electronic circuit for processing data (110), the 
electronic circuit including a communication control circuit (Fig. 1), wherein: 

a plurality of data arc read out from the data storage area in response to a 
communication between the disc and the computer; 

if the read out data does not include control data for the computer, then the 
control data is obtained from an external source via the communication control circuit of 
the disc. (Abstract, cols. 4-14) 



As per claim 42, Bakhoum teaches wherein the control data is a system program. 
As per claim 43, Bakhoum teaches wherein the control data is an emulator, (col. 
14, lines 40-55)
